SPEAKER: Robert Ames 


SUBJECT: “COLLECTING FISH IN THE GULF 
OF CALIFORNIA” 


The Academy’s engrossment with the “Sea of 
Cortez” is an established fact, be it the flora or the 
fauna that abide in the area. For the past three years, 
Mr. Ames has accompanied Dr. Earl S. Herald, 
Associate Director for Steinhart Aquarium, and his 
company of collectors to La Paz for a week of col- 
lecting, photographing and observing, and has ac- 
cumulated ,over this time, a host of color photographs 
of the entire process. 

The lower Gulf area is rich in fish and in the 
organisms that are the natural food of these fishes, 
thus, Mr. Ames, an accomplished diver-photographer, 
has recorded both fish (mostly nonéfood) and the 
invertebrate fauna peculiar to the locale. There are 
photographs of all sorts of fish activities such as 
cleaning (daytime), and sleeping (nighttime), as 
well as interesting others depicting the relationship 
and interaction between individuals. 

Mr. Ames appeared before the membership in 1964 
and demonstrated his friendly ability to share his 
experiences and establish a genuine rapport with his 
audience. Some of his excellent photographs are 
incorporated in the natural history section of the new 
Oakland Museum and he recently had his first one- 
man show at the Elmwood Gallery in Berkeley.

SPECIAL EXHIBITS 

“ROCK PAINTINGS OF TASSILI, SAHARA” 
by Douglas Mazonowicz continues in Cowell Hall 
through May 2. 


“HALLEY’S COMET”, a magnificent specimen 
of smoky quartz crystal with a rose quartz halo, is 
on exhibit in its own case in Cowell Hall. This beau- 
tiful rarity is a gift to the Academy from San Fran- 
cisco designer Mr. Arthur Court and is featured in 
a full-color photograph in the May 1970 issue of 
Esquire, The Magazine for Men. 

IN FOSSIL HALL. A fine representation. of a 
California Plesiorsaur (Hydrotherosaurus wetherilli 
Welles), a member of a family of marine reptiles who 
lived some 80 million years ago in the Cretaceous 
period of the Mesozoic era. These great animals 
adapted to life in the open seas but often frequented 


_ swamps and estuaries. Having flippers and serpent- 


like neck and head, they were descendants of Notho- 
saurs (meaning “like lizards” or “almost lizards”). 
The Academy specimen is 27 feet long (though some 
reached a length of 45 feet). 

Jerry Glover of the Exhibits Department spent a 
month making a thermoplastic cast of the original 
(found some 30. years ago in shale called the Moreno 
Formation near Fresno, California) which is reposited 
at the University of California at Berkeley. His cast- 
ing is made up of multiple pieces of fibreglas, a 
medium that allows considerable artistic flexibility 
and a true and lifelike appearance. This is a perma- 
nent addition to Fossil Hall. 
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MISCELLANEA ... The Director of the Academy 
has announced the resignation of Dr. Steven Ander- 
son from the Department of Herpetology August 31, 
in order to accept a teaching position with the Uni- 
versity of the Pacific at Stockton. . . . Again, the 
Academy anticipates having extended hours between 
June 25 and September 7. As of this writing it has 
not been established just how late in the evenings all 


-buildings will be open. 
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NORRIS COLEMAN, Foreman, Maintenance, for 
the entire Academy (and no mean job that — to keep 
such an enormous complex of buildings in order), 
is a native of Lafayette, Louisiana, graduated from 
high school there and continued on to major in me- 
chanical arts at Southern University at Scotlandville. 
After two years, he was employed as an equipment 
operator for the Federal Government in the Bay 
Area. 


As it happened with so many, World War II inter- 
vened and he entered the U.S. Army in December 
1943 and spent the subsequent 26 months, part state- 
side but for the most part with the 92d Division 
in Italy. He was mustered out in 1946 at Fort 
MacArthur and returned to San Francisco and em- 
ployment as a Heavy Equipment Operator at the 
Oakland Army Base for the U.S. Government. In 
1960, he resigned from that job to take up a civil 
service position in San Francisco and the Department 
of Public Works. All of which led up to his employ- 
ment at the Academy in October of 1969. It should 
go on record in these brief paragraphs that the in- 
terior of the Academy has never been as ship-shape 
as it is now.
